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Trade Topics. 


Measuring Device for Paper-Mak- 
ing Machines. 


The cuts illustrate a mechanical device adap- 
ted to constitute an integral part, member, or 
adjunct of a Fourdrinier or other like machine 
for making roll or continuous paper, whereby 
the web or sheet, in process of manufacture, be- 
comes imprinted with one or more series of 
equidistant consecutive numerals in direction 
of its length. The printing is effected by an 
equable and constant rotation of the type-bear- 
ing cylinder (whose circumference is precisely 
that of the reqnired measurement) in continu- 
ous contact with a uniformly and correspond- 
ingly advancing web, supported upon one of the 
customary steam-heated calenders, to whose pe- 
ripheral motion that of the type-bearing cyl- 
inder corresponds. 

In the accompanyirg drawings, Figure 1 re- 
presents a portion, near its delivery end, of a 
Fourdrinier or like paper-making machine em- 
bodying that form of the improvement which 
prints two lines of consecutive numbers. Fig. 2 
is a transverse sectional elevation, to a larger 
scale, of that form of the device which prints a 
single line of numerals. 

The customary appliances for admitting steam 
to the interior of the calender-cylinders are 
omitted from the drawings. 

A* represents a portion of any suitable base 
or bed-frame of a machine of the Fourdrinier 
or like type for the manufacture of continuous 









paper. 
A** represents customary standards or hous-| © 
ings for the ordinary series of steam-heated cyl- 5 
_ inders or cs B*, of a paper-making ma- | * 
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The housings A of one pair of calenders, B 
B’, at or near the delivery ehd of the paper- 
making machine, are in excess of the usual 
height, either by the addition of superimposed 
housing extensions, as in Fig. 1. or by the hous- 
ing being cast in one integral piece of the 
requisite height at that part, as in Fig. 2. The 
purpose of such upward prolongations of these 
particular housings is to afford journal-bearing 
for the shaft Q of one or more type-bearing 
cylinders, C, which, in their operative positions, 
as shown in the drawings, rest vertically over 
and upon the upper calender or calendering cy!- 
inder, B, at that part of the machine. The 
three cylinders, B, B’ and C are caused to re- 
volve in peripheral isochronism by means of 
geared connection « x’ x” of their shafts. 

A screw, ¢, that is tapped into the imprinting- 
cylinder C, presses on a tongue or feather, 
which, occupying a groove, g,in the shaft Q, 
serves to retain the imprinting-cylinder to any 
longitudinal position upon its shaft Q, and to 
compel its rotation therewith. 

The journal-boxes Y Y’ of the imprinting- 
cylinder rest upon adjustable bearings Z Z’, 
which, being screwed up or down, serve to regu- 
late the type pressure. 

Hangers V V’, which depend from a beam or 
cross-head, D, capable of vertical movement in 
the housings, engage at their lower ends within 
and are secured by nuts V” to the journal-boxes 
re 

The cross-head D carries at its extremities 
rollers U U’, that rest upon cams T T’ upon a 
shaft, P, which, by means of a handle, M, can 
be semi-rotated, so as either to take the position 
which permits the printing mechanism proper 
to occupy its lower and effective place, or to 
take a position in which the cams lift the print- 
ing mechanism out of action. Each cam has a 
projection, ¢, which, coming to rest in one or 
other of two sockets, ¢’, holds the cams and their 
dependent printing mechanism to the desired 
elevated position, or suffers them to assume 
their lower and effective position, as shown. 
This provision enables the attendant to begin 
and to end the measure-marks at any desired 
points on the moving web. 

Attached to and depending from the cross- 
head D are the cheek-plates EE’, which contain 
the ink-supplying mechanism. 

The imprinting-cylinder C is excavated on 
one side to receive the automatically-shifting 
type mechanism, which is constructed as fol- 
lows : Screwed fast to the ends of the cylinder 
C are two cheek-plates, b, of which each plate, 
besides constituting part of thecam that con- 
trols the dip aud type-inking rollers, also 
receives the stationary shaft or axle K 
on which the “unit” and “ten” type- 
wheels n and nm’, and their respective ratch- 
ets, rotate, and upon which the operat- 
ing-arms 8 vibrate. For this purpose the 
shaft is screwed fast in one of the cheeks, b. 
The shaft has ten equidistant longitudinal 
grooves that receive the points of two spring- 
pawis, of which one is pivoted within each 


these pawls and grooves are to bring and hold 
each respective type-wheel to its precise ad- 
justment for the proper presentation of the suc- 





type-wheel. The purpose and effect of 


cessive digits at each recurring rotation of the 
imprinting cylinder. There are two pawls 
which are rigid projections from the same shaft, 
and have such angular divergence that only the 
“‘units-pawl” is able to enter its ratchet except 
once in each revolution, a deeper indentation 
in the “units-ratchet” permitting the “ tens- 
pawl” to engage for the moment in its proper 
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ratchet, causing both type-wheels to be ad- 
vanced one digit, after which the ‘‘ units-wheel” 
is alone advanced until the same place in the 
“units-circuit” is again reached. 

The recurrent advance of the type-wheels is 
accomplished through the agency of a wrist, r, 
having a roller, r’, which, by each successive 
rotation of the cylinder C, is caused 
by a stationary cam-groove to 
vibrate sufficiently backward and 
forward to advance one or both 
type-wheels, as the case may be, 
the distance between two consecu- 
tive digits. A slot in the plate b 
permits of the vibrations of the 
wrist r. 

The mechanism which supplies 
ink to the self-shifting number- 
wheels is constructed as follows: 
Attached by a screw to a beam 
connecting together the two pen- 
dent cheeks EE’, is the frame of 
the ink fountain, the floor of 
whicb is composed of a steel plate, 
and one side of it of the ink-foun- 
tain cylinder. The floor is so at- 
tached as to slope downward to- 
ward said cylinder and nearly to 
touch its lower periphery, with 
which it is brought into more or 
less intimate contact by means of 
a@ lever, the pressure of which is 
regulated by a temper-screw. The 
ink-fountain cylinder has a ratch- 
et which receives a pawl upon 
a lever, which is vibrated auto- 
matically by the machine, but 
which is also capable of being ma- 
nipulated by the person in charge. 
This lever bears against a slide, 
whose inner extremity has a roller, 
which at a certain part of the 
revolution of the imprinting-cylin- 
der C is pressed backward by a 
cam upon the cylinder, causing the 
pawl to draw back and propel the 
ratchet, so as to draw out a por- 
tion of ink from the fountain and expose the 
same on the rear side of the ink fountain cylin- 
der. On release of these members from the ac- 
tion of the cam they_are restored to their nor- 
mal positions by the action of aspring. An 
adjustable stop enables the attendant to in- 
crease or diminish at will the stroke of the lever 
and pawl, and consequently the movement of 
the fountain-cylinder and to thus regulate the 
delivery of ink to the printing surfaces. 

Dependent from the shaft that extends athwart 
the pendent frame EE’ are two slotted hangers, 
the bottom of whose slots affords journal-bear- 
ing for the shaft of the dipper-roller. The upper 
portion of the same slot receives the flattened 
extremities of a stationary shaft having an 
oblique groove, which receives the pin that pro- 
jects interiorly from the annular distributing- 
roller. The rotation of the dip-roller operates 
on the impinging-roller to cause the latter to re- 





volve, and the occupancy by the pin of the 
oblique groove in the stationary shaft causse 
any rotation of the distributing roller to be ac- 
companied by a longitudinal reciprocation of 
the roller, which enables it to distribute the ink 
equally over the entire periphery of the dip- 
roller. From the dip-roller ink passes to the 
contiguous ink-surfaces of the impression-cylin- 
der, and from these surfaces to one or more 
type-inking rollers, N, which in turn impart it 
to the type-faces preparatory to each impression. 
Twice in each rotation the dip-roller is pressed 
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toward and io contact with the ink-fountain 
cylinder so as to take up a modicum of ink 


therefrom. This movement is effected by con- 


tact of cams with the wheels of the dip-roller. 
Similarly, and by the same means, the type- 
inking rollers N are by the contact of the cams 
b with wheels on shaft N’ sufficiently lifted to 
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bear with the proper pressure, and no more 
upon the type-faces. 

In consequence of the considerable heat to 
which the parts are subjected the dip and ink- 
ing rollers, instead of the usual ‘‘ composition,” 
are of metal enveloped in leather. 

The printing pressure being due to the weight 
of the cylinder C aud its described movable ap- 
pendages, regulated by the gages ZZ’, is capa- 
ble of yielding or advancing to suit diverse 
thicknesses of paper without injury to the type 
or to the paper itself. 


This apparatus can be applied to and made a 
part of machines already in use without taking 
up any floor space whatever.

“The Consumption of Paper is the Measure of a People’s Culture.” 


** Patenting Old Inventions.’’ 


Under the foregoing beading, a correspondent 
of the American Machinist bas the following to 
say : “I was amused in reading the article in 
this week’s issue on patenting the old invention 
of the car-replacer. They came in use with the 
introduction of street cars in Philadelphia, in 
1854. Besides being useful for replacing cars, 
they possessed another valuable feature, for 
they could be laid upon the rails to protect the 
hose in case of fire. By this means the cars 








could continue to run without interruption, and 
not accumulate and interrupt traffic, as is the 
case in most cities where they are not used. 
The replacers were kept at convenient points 
along the track where they could be found when 
needed. 

“The old adages, that there is nothing new 
under the solar luminary, and 
that history repeats itself, are pe- 
culiarly applicable to a large share 
of patents. 

“If not encroaching too much, 
I will give a few samples from 
my recollections, similar to the 
above. 

““Velocipedes were made and 
hired out to men and boys to ride 
by the hour, and some of them 
had a seat behind for ladies; others 
were made for two persons, and 
could be worked by hand and foot, 
either together or separate. This 
was thirty-five years ago, when I 
was a somewhat younger boy 
than I am now, and they seemed to 
have been in common use before 
that time. These were made by 
a@ man named George Small, who 
kept a wagon and paint shop. 

“* About two years ago! received 
an account of a lawsuit about re- 
versed dies, the parties to which 
were Fisher and Hayes. The suit 
was against a party for using dies 
in reverse ; that is, the male die 
secured to the bed of the press, 
and the female die secured to the 
hammer, or drop. Where I served 
my apprenticeship, in a shop in 
Philadelphia, from 1853 there was a 
great deal of drop presswork done, 
and it was a common practice to 
use the dies in that way. 

** Next comes self-heating smooth- 
ing or flat-irons, as they are called 
—a misnomer, for they are far from 
level, especially when the irate wife 
throws them at the husband’s head. In 1876 
a party bought the right to manufacture in 
Erie and Niagara counties, New York, a self- 
heating smoothing-iron, patent 1876. The iron 
was hollow, and made reversible, with holes 
around the body and aspirit-lamp secured to the 
back which was kept lighted while in use. 
Splendid in theory, but not worth shucks in 
practice. The purchaser came to me to manu- 
facture them. About the sume time another 
party came to me to see about getting a lot of 
malleable iron shoes for smoothing-irons ground 
and polished. 

* This article had just been patented. 


“The laughable part now comes in. When I 


was a boy, in the early fifties, I was possessed 


of a great liking for labor saving and curious 


inventions. Near where I lived there was a | 


hardware store, Which I frequented, that kept 
all the new-fangled inventions to tempt the un- 
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Aladdin’s wonderful lamp ? Ha, no ; it was this 
self-same, self-heating smoothing-iron, the house- 
wife’s bosom friend. Was this other shining 
article that dazzled my sight Cinderel.a’s crys- 
tal brogan? No, it was a thin sheet of 
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steel slipper of the earlier period, with the 
vantage on the side of the slipper. ; 
‘At the exposition of railway appliances in 
Chicago, last June, was a sleeping-car seat 
newly patented. The original was patented 
1859, and from the same city.” 3 


Envelope Machine. i | 
This is an wmpneiniet’ in envelope machines 


One feature of the invention consists in 
combination of horizontal and vertically-operat- 
ing gummers located at opposite ends of the ma- 
chine, and acting one after the other upon the 
blank, to apply the gum thereto upon opposite 
edges thereof, and for insuring the application 
of sufficient gum to the reciprocating gum- 
roller. 

Another feature consists in a novel combina- 
tion of pick-up and separator devices, and of 
stop devices to prevent any backward motion of 
the blanks after having once been started toward 
the folding-box. 

The picking-up, separating, and gumming 
mechanism of this machine embraces a train or 
series of devices which co-operate to remove the 
envelope blank from the pile thereof upon the 
feed-table at one end of the machine to the 
folding-box at the opposite end thereof, and to 
properly apply the gum to both flaps of the 
blank in such « way that the latter becomes a 
completed envelope by such rapid manipulation 
that no time is lost, and the product of the 
machine is greatly increased.

Boston Notes. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ]

The last week of the old year! Just how the 
year’s trade has been cannot as yet be definitely 
stated, as most dealers have not finished up the 
footings of their accounts. From what I can 
learn, however, there is no disposition to find 
fault with the figures. The volume of business 
done has been greater than for the preceding 
year, but profits have been very small, owing 
to the close competition of trade. But the days 
of big profits seem to have past, and this com- 
plaint is not confined to the paper trade alone. 
I hear it from every quarter. Though dispar- 
aging reports may occasionally be heard con- 
cerning the paper trade, lam informed by those 
in a position to know, that this industry is ina 
flourishing condition. There is a good deal of 
talk about the overproduction of paper, but asa 
prominent manufacturer remarked, ‘It’s all 
talk.” New mills are being built and old ones 
are even increasing their capacity for produc- 
tion. If overproduction was really an existing 
evil, such a course would appear to be foolish. 
It would only augment the trouble. During the 
coming year we have the Presidential cam- 
paign, and a national election is always good for 
an increased consumptionof paper. The reduc- 
tion of postage is also beginning to produce 
some perceptible increase in the consumption of 
writing papers and envelopes,which will be even 
more noticable during the coming year. So on 
the whole the outlook is not so very bad. 

The visible supply of paper stocks is reported 
as being light. No. 1 white rags are not plenty. 
No. 2 white are in very good demand, but sup- 
ply light. Colored rags are moving better. 
Two or three large consumers of colored rags 
are in the market, and in consequence some lit- 
tle activity is given to this line of stock. Jute 
stocks are scarce owing to the reaction of prices. 
Foreign rags are in very light stock, stores be- 
ing comparatively empty. Dealers in paper 
stocks are inclined to speak very favorably of 
the new year’s prospects as regards sales, It is 
claimed that figures are as low now as they can 
get, and if any change takes place at all it must 
be in favor of better prices. Present figures 
are very close, profits small, but there is good 
quantities of stock moving. The mills’ demands 
were very good during the past week, and sales 
at Holyoke were quite flattering, considering 
the dullness of the past month. With plenty of 
water, so that mills can run full time, a favor- 
able state of trade is predicted. 

Carter, Rice & Co. handle an immense quan- 
tity of paper during a year, and often have in 
stock paper to the amount of $100,000. Busi- 
ness with them has been very good as regards 
the volume of trade, though they would be bet- 
ter pleased if the margin of profits was not so 
small. This house takes account of stock twice 
a year, in order, as Mr. Carter stated, ‘ to keep 
the business well in hand.” An inventory of 
everything in its spacious warerooms is made in 
one evening with no interruption to business; 
but then everybody works. This firm enter- 
tains an idea that the coming year will develop 
a better feeling in the paper business and that 
prices will advance a little. 

Rice, Kendall & Co. report business good. I 
can never get a discouraging statement from 
this firm ; but, then, it is very fortunately situ- 
ated for commanding a large trade, represent- 
ing as it does some thirty large miils. In sup- 
plying the leading newspapers of Boston and 
New York the house is able to dispose of large 
quantities of paper. A member of this firm 
with whom I conversed stated that in standard 
papers there was no competition ; that it was 
only the poorer grades that suffered to any ex- 
tent. Mills making a good quality of paper 
were fully sustained and had no heavy supplies 
on hand. Some of the mills represented by this 
house are troubled with a scarcity of water, but 
this gives them no uneasiness. The outlook for 
the new year is represented as being very flat- 
tering. 

In wrapping papers, paper bags and twine, 
trade is very dull—nothing doing. When there 
is any movement in these goods & Brown 
generally feel it. During the earlier part of the 
month they did a big business, as the demands 
were large from the various dealers of holiday 
goods. Very little trade in general merchan- 
dise is expected for some weeks, and until then 
wrapping papers will remain quiet. A. L. D.

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Holyoke Notes. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Hotyoke, Mass., December 26, 1883. 

Since my last letter we have had a touch of 
real winter. Vennor has turned out a false 
prophet, as usual, and the snow has come in 
abundance. The cold wave, too, was very cold 
after all of the warm weather we had, and there 
must have been suffering wherever there were 
very poor people. The heavy fall of snow may 
save us from a winter drought, of which we are 
still in great danger. The river was so low that 
the cold snap brought it down below a safe limit, 
and the Water Power Company was obliged to 
issue the usual orders against the use of extra 
water. It isnot pleasant to the Holyoke mill 
owners to be limited in power at such a season 
of the year as this, but they have the consola- 
tion of knowing that they are not as badly off 
as some of their neighbors, for, on the smaller 
streams in this vicinity, the mills are running 
with short water-power. AtChicopee Falls, for 
instance, the home of many industries, only one 
concern is using water, all of the other wheels 
running by steam. The snow shows signs of melt- 
ing to-day, and a good thaw will send the river 
up and give us water enough. 

Business remains good, some of the mills being 
still away behind with their orders. The en-

velope makers are not pushing the paper manu- 
facturers quite so hard as they did during the 
summer and fall, but their trade is driving 
yet, notwithstanding the rate at which they 
have been rushing off the goods so long. This 
is the dull season for the rag dealers, as the 
manufacturers do-not buy much near the time 
of their half-yearly settlements. 

The mill hands had a holiday on Christmas, 
except a few who kept the manufacturing de- 
partments at the paper mills running. One 
poor man, Michael O’Donnell, employed at the 
No, 1 Whiting Mill, died while eating his Christ- 
mas dinner. His wife had provided turkey for 
him, but when he told her emphatically that he 
preferred meat, she obediently brought forth a 
supply. But, with the first mouthful, O’Don- 
nell choked, and died before he could be helped. 
He leaves his wife witha number of children to 
care for. 

J. B. Christopher, rag-room forman at the 
George R. Dickinson Paper Mill, was surprised 
at his home the other evening by his help, who 
left for him and his wife about $70 worth of 
presents. 

J. 8. McElwain, of the Nonotuck and Parsons 
Paper Companies, has been elected vice-presi- 
dent of the Hampden County Agricultural So- 
ciety. Mr. McElwain is quite a farmer. 

Foreman J. A. Snell, of the Whiting No. 1 
calender room, is a candidate for chief engineer 
of the city fire department. Mr. Snell has been 
foreman of one of the companies for several 
years and isan excellent fireman.; 

J.C. Newton, one of the proprietors of the 
Chemical Paper Mill, has suddenly become one 
of the most popular men in the city, among the 
young ladies at least, by treating the Misses’ 
Cooking Club of fourteen members to a week’s 
excursion among the hills of Vermont surround- 
ing Readsbors, the site of the Newtons big pulp 
mill. The girls returned just in time to escape 
the cold wave, and are sure that they will never 
have such a good time again.

Insolvency Laws. 





It is the all but unanimous sentiment of the 
business public that the necessity for a National 
law for the equitable settlement of bankrupt 
estates is imperative, but there is an honest dif- 
ference of opinion as to the technicalities of such 
an instrument. Since the abrogation of the old 
law, in 1878, the creditor has been at the mercy 
of the State insolvency laws for the collection of 
debts, no two of which are alike, and none of 
which answer the purpose. The creditor in one 
State, with scores, or it may be hundreds, of 
debtors in other States, is subjected to the obli- 
gations and deprivations of distinct, antagonis- 
tic laws, so that he is ever taking a risk which, 
by legislation, may be varied without the slight- 
est consideration for his rights. As these laws 
stand at present, it is the rogues, great and 
small, who are pecuniarily benefited. It being 
unanimously agreed that there should be laws 
for the collection of debts, it is an anomaly that 
the principle which is applied to States should 
meet with any opposition as regards the na- 
tion. But there are some grounds for the 
hope that Congress will, at the present session, 
deal candidly and earnestly with this ques- 
tion. There is to be a concerted movement 
in behalf of a rational and right law; the 
failures with large, not to say inequitable pref- 
erences, which have taken place of late, have 
aroused the attention of the mercantile commu- 
nity. 

What is required is a full surrender of all the 
property of an insolvent debtor, or so much of 
itas by law he may be required to make; this 
to secure him prompt and instant release of all 
his obligations, placing his property at once into 
the hands of his creditors and giving them ab- 
solute control of the same. No fees should be 
allowed, except a small one to the assignee and 
perhaps a commission to a trustee, to be agreed 
upon in advance between him and the creditors. 
This plan of determining the ownership of the 
bankrupt’s effects is based upon the idea that 
they belong to bim or his creditors, which is at 
variance with the opinion of the legal profession, 
viz., that they belong to the lawyers; further- 
more, as the assistance of any of these gentle- 
men was not required when the goods were sold 
to the bankrupt, it ought not to require the aid 
of the lawyers in selling them back again. Re- 
duced to its simple form, all that is required ina 
case of bankruptcy is a simple reselling of prop- 
erty. In the desire of Congress to avoid politi- 
cal errors, it is to be hoped that it will give con-

A MEETING of manufacturers working 
under the Mitscherlich license in Germany 
was recently held at Berlin, but the result 
of the deliberations has been kept a pro- 
found secret. Only nineteen factories are 
operating under the license or about start- 
ing to do so; but the product is in such de- 
mand that the few concerns producing the 
fibre are unable to supply the require 
ments of buyers. The Francke process is 
also to be introduced in Germany, 
a mill now being in coufse of construc- 
tion for that purpose. This, of course, 
is running right up against Mitscherlich, 
although the lawyers are said to declare that 
the Francke process does not conflict with 
that of Mitscherlich, even were the latter's 
patent to be sustained. The issue will be 
made when the new Freiburg mill gets to 
work in producing fibre. One objection to 
the acid sulphite process has arisen, it is 
alleged, in some of the districts where it is 
operated, people declaring that the air and 
water are vitiated thereby. On the other 
hand, we should imagine that, as a means 
of disinfection, the process would be more 
likely to secure support. By and by, per- 
haps, Tilghman will get into the ring and 
show the contesting parties what he knows 
about sulphurous acid and bi-sulphites in 
the reduction of wood, and forbidding all 
use of the process except under his li- 
cense. The latter has kept very quiet so 
far. Shall we hear from him or his repre- 


sentatives in the future?

A Pumping Reply. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

In reply to your correspondent “ L.,” please 
state that a centrifugal pump such as is adver- 
tised in THE JOURNAL by several parties will do 
what he requires. 

There is no need to pump water 15 feet higher 
than is needed. 

Let him attach his main water-pipe to the 
pump and draw from it just what is wanted and 
where it is needed. With these pumps the dis- 
charge-pipe may be wholly or partially closed; 
the pump will run along just the same, throw- 
ing water when the discharge is opened in 
whole or in part and running idle in the water 
when it is closed. Thus, there is no water raised 
except what is really used, and it is raised no 
higher than the point at which itis used. For 
his purpose let him put in a 6-inch centrifugal 
pump and run it at a moderate speed. REx.

A Pumping Suggestion. 

To the Editor of The Journal: 

I notice in your last week’s issue a communi- 
cation from your correspondent “L,” headed 
“Pumping Inquiry.” He says, “What is 
needed is a self-regulating pump, which we can 
fix up to pump just what water is needed.” 

The fan-pump being a negative pump, will do 
exactly what he calls for, if fitted up right, 
and I would advise doing away with the tank 
entirely. Connect all of your water-pipes di- 
rectly with the pump-pipe, lengthen out 
your pump-pipe until it is beyond the 
possibility of overflowing by the velocity of the 
pump. Theobject of having the pump-pipe run 
up and leaving it open is, that if all of the hy- 
drants and valves were shut off suddenly, the 
water would rise in this pipe and allow the 
pump to gain its equilibrium without any per- 
ceptible jar. Youcanin this way open any or 
allof the hydrants or valves and take what 
water you wish, and the power used will be lim- 
ited to the height that you need to raise the 
water and the quantity used. If all of your 
hydrants and valves are shut you will find the 
power taken to drive the pump will be nominal, 
because no water is displaced. I have used the 
fan-pump in this way for the last twenty-five 
years. HARPER.

To the Editor of The Journal: 

In THE JOURNAL of the 15th inst. I notice a 
communication from a correspondent, over the 
signature of ‘Tom Roundstick,” in which he ad- 
mits that my communication in No. 49 of THE 
JOURNAL seems to be correct, and at once starts 
out to prove thatit was not so. But it seems to 
me that he has taken a rather ‘strange way of 
doing it. In the first place, he admits that he 
knows nothing about it, and, secondly, he has 
forgotten the machine-tender’s name ; thirdly, 
he does not know the place where the accident 
to the pump-pipe happened, and, fourthly, that 
the man is dead that did know something about 
it. I can assure him that it did not occur at 
Newton Falls, as this was the place I was called 
to to put in a sifhon suction-box for the Messrs. 
Curtis. If there had been at that time (or, as 
your correspondent would have it, a year pre- 
vious) one in successful operation at Dorches- 
ter, only a few miles away, is it not strange that 
the Messrs. Curtis did not hear of it, but should 
hear of one that I had in operation 250 miles 
away, and that, in a few months after I had it 
in operation, your correspondent appears sure 
of the accidental discovery of the siphon in the 
year 1846, 

I have no doubt but the statement I gave of 
my putting one in operation in 1847 brought this 
so vividly to his mind. Your correspondent 
tells us that the machine-tender was so tickled 
at the discovery that he went to Goddard & 
Rice’s machiné shop, at Worcester, Mass., and 
they gave him a small amount of money for 
the right to put the siphon on their machines. 

I can hardly refrain from expressing the 
opinion I have on this portion of your corre- 
spondent’s article, but will leave the decision to 
the intelligent readers of THE JOURNAL. 

After my return to ,Belleville from Newton 
Falls, and it became known that I had made the 
siphon suction-box a success, I met Mr. God- 
dard, of the firm of the aforesaid Goddard & 
Rice, who had come to me from Worcester to 
see if he could make arrangements with me for 
the right to use thesiphon. We did not at that 
meeting make any permanent agreement. 
Mr. Goddard very soon after wrote to 
me to come to Worcester and make some final 
agreement. I met the members of the firm in 
their office at Worcester, and we then and there 
made anagreement on certain conditions, and I 
gave into their possession the receipt I had re- 
ceived from the Patent Office, that my caveat 
was on file, so that they might have something 
to show that a patent was applied for. Not a 
word was ever mentioned of any previous pur- 
chase being made for the same right, and any 
one acquainted with Mr. Goddard knows full 
well that he was not the man to pay twice for 
the same article.

There has been considerable researching,

that exhaust steam is allowed to “ puff” away 
into open air as if the cost wasof no more ac- 
count than the puffs of a Dutchman’s pipe. 
Some can, perhaps, afford to let their exhaust 
help make clouds in the heavens, which seems 
in some cases is about all that they contribute 
toward a reward in the fuwre. Thereare many 
things connected with a ‘steam horse” that 
all do not appreciate, and this extravagance in 
the use of coal is a hard pill for some ; but hav- 
ing always ‘‘ gone to mill with a stone in one 
end of the bag,” they continue to do so rather 
than go to the expense of putting in all of the 
coal-saving attachments and displacing their 
plain slide-valve engine with some high-priced 
‘‘automatic-expansive, modern-compound, dou- 
ble back-action, piston-rods-in-every-direction” 
engine. 

These long-named economical engines are cer- 
tainly the kind to buy when putting in new 
engines, but those who cannot afford to throw 
away their old steam horse have the right to 
investigate and ask some pertinent questions to 
try and enlighten themselves and throw the 
stone out of the balancing end of the bag—the 
old horse has carried it long enough. What is 
the reason that a common steam engine cannot 
be equivalent to the best make by simply utiliz- 
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ing the exhaust steam—condensing it all or 
nearly all by being used to do the work of live 
steam. This is done in many mills, but how to 
do it to the best advantage without slopping 
over too much money in experiments is what we 
want to know, and I subjoin a few questions for 
some practical “ level-headed” steam user to 
digest and give results : ~ 

1.—What kind of steam trap is the most reli- 
able and best adapted to return the condensed 
water from paper-dryers to the steam boilers, 
and do mills use it much ? 

2.—Will the best steam injector force water 
as hot as exhaust steam can make it into the 
boilers, using this heated water as feed to the 
injector ? 

3.—To what temperature is it possible to heat 
feed water with exhaust steam ? 

4.—Which is the most economical coal to burn 
—slack coal at $1.90 per ton, or nut, soft steam 
coal, at $2.50 per ton ? 

5.—Does putting a cap on the top of a smoke- 
stack retard the draft, and how much above 
should it be placed? Further, will painting the 
inside of an iron smoke-stack increase its dura- 
bility, or will the heat burn it right off, thus 
wasting the paint and labor ? 

6.—How many pounds back pressure would 
there be in exhausting steam into the bottom of 
a tank containing 6 feet depth of water—what 
is the best way to heat water by the exhaust ? 

7.—Will correspondent “C.” point to the ad- 
vantage of a manufacturer’s need for an ‘‘in- 
dicator” such as he describes. I have an 85 
horse-power steam engine in good working or- 
der, but cannot see wherein its attachment 
would avail me any more than the gratification 
of curiosity in seeing the changes of the steam 
under varying loads which the engine is mov- 
ing. Is this instrument not more particularly 
to be used by engine builders to aid in adjusting 
valves before shipping their engines for use ? 


8 and lastly.—What is the reason that such 


correspondents as ‘“‘Tom Roundstick,” who 
has been around so much, cannot unfold to the 
readers of THE JOURNAL some good suggestions 
on economizing the use of steam in a paper 
mill ? 

I would also like to rake up a list of attach- 
ments that can be applied to a paper mill for the 
economizing of power. That is what manu- 
facturers will open their ears to hear. They 
don’t care whether Noah discovered the suction- 
box or whether the whale that gobbled Jonah 
realized the suction business first. There seems 
to be a mania for raking up back dates. What 
is wanted more is to overhaul modern times and 
anticipate things ahead, burying the carcasses 
of the past. Even ‘‘ Dandy,” who has just given 
a receipt on what he knows about making moth- 
proof paper, is much more interesting than so 
much of this everlasting scraping up back issues. 
His notes indicate that his meals work well and 
create an element of humor and good feeling 
that does not seem to predominate and play 
around the ribs of the average paper men of to- 
day, whose minds are absorbed in the hot com- 
petition existing, and studying how to reduce 
their stock of paper piled up and get their money 
back, &c., instead of studying how they can 
make their paper cheaper and of better quality. 
It is time that some one turned the drift of cor- 
respondence to something of interest to paper- 
makers as well as to all inventors.

THE PAPIER TRADE.—There is very little 
to add to our last report respecting the condi- 
tion of trade. The Christmas holiday and the 
apathy just before have restricted trade very 
much, and, besides this drawback, as is usually 
the case during the last week of the year, every- 
thing is subordinated to the annual settlements 
and in getting in readiness for the new year. 
Prices continue tolerably well sustained with 
one or two exceptions, and, although dealers 
generally will have larger stécks to carry over 
into next year than they had a year ago, the 
surplus is not inconveniently large and causes 
little or no concern. Manufacturers continue 
fairly engaged on orders for goods to be made 
up and delivered early in the coming year, and, 
as a general thing, they regard with hopeful 
feelings the prospect of profitable employment 
for their mills for the year to come. 

JUTE BUTTS.— This market is extremely 
dull. The sales here this week have been about 
600 bales at 2}4c. cash, and 600 bales at 2 5-16c., 
and about 1,400 bales in Boston on private terms, 
between 2 5-16@2%c., we suppose. Butts for 
December and January shipment are offered at 
2 5-16c., and 2%4c. is cffered. There is a little | 
more inquiry for Jute in London, and some | 
speculative sales have been made. No arrivals 
have been reported this week, 

WOOD PULP.—Although the demand for |
